Some of the Yical guestions Conderns

Ing Conversion of  Polleles, Etes,
Treated by Navy ONleer.
The matter of conversion of the

present War Risk insurance is of ut-
most importance, The date for the
heginning of conversion has not yet
been set, but ag soon ns the Presi-
dent officially declares peace or con-
gress passes o special aet authoriz-
ing conversion, it will be possible
for all persons who are carrying gov-
virnment insurance to convert itinto
the new types of policies, It is ex-
peeted that the date for the begin-
ning of conversion will he about June
st or perhaps earlier.

In order to be able to convert the
War Risk insdrance, it is necessary
to keep e the payments on the pres-
ent insurance, These payments
ghould be made ench month by certi-
fied check or money order made pay-
able to the Treasurer of the United
States, and forwarded to the Disburs-
ing Clerk, Bureau of War Risk In-
surance, Washington, D, C. If the
payments sre not made within the
month insurance wautomatically
lupses, I £ may be re-instated up-
jon_ payniouie of back premiums, pro-
|vided the individual ecan show evi-
dence of insurability, The certifi-
jente of any reputable physician will
‘I-v accepted as evidence of insurabil-
ity. The insurance may be re-in-
stated at any time within six months,
but after that it is lost entirely.

It is not necessary to convert the
insurance immediately but it is ad-
visable to convert as quickly as prae-
ticable, in order to take advantage
of the lowest possible premium. Tge
insured has five vears in which to
convert, and he must not exceed that
weriod of time if he wishes to retain
is Insurance, It is not necossary
to convert the insurance Into any
one particular policy. The insured
may carry his insurance in several
different types of policies if he wish-
eq, and he may convert into these
policies at different times, and in
any amount from §1,000 on, in mul-
tiples of §600, the only requirement
being that he must convert during
the Haeriml of five years, If the in-
sured elects to wait a year or two
before converting his insurance, he
will simply continue to make thg
premium payments as he is at pres-
ent until such time as he feels he
enn convert,

The government is going to con-
tinue to carry the insurance after it
is converted. The cost of carrying
the insurance will be borne by the
government and for that reason the
ratest on these policies will be eon-
siderably lower than regular life in-
surance companies granting similar
policies, The premium on the new
policies will always remain the same,
there being no increase from eyar to
year ns on the present form of insur-
nnece,

The governmnet is
types of policies:  Ordinary life;
20 puyment life; 80 payment life;
20 yeur endowment; 830 yeur endow-
ment; and an  endowment poliey
which matures at the age of 62,
These policies are similar to policies
of the same type issued by regular
life insurance companies,

The premiums on these policies
muy be paid monthly, quarterly, half-
yearly or yearly, as degired, snd the
insured may change from one meth-
od of puyment to another at any
time he chooses to do so, If paid
monthly, the premium will be due on
the lirst day of the month, but may
be paid any time during the month,

Policies  may  be reduced ut any
time, but not inerensed,

There will be no medical examina-
tion required when eonverting to the
new forms of policies,

There is no restriction as to occu-
pation, residence or travel,

The proceeds of all policles are
non-tuxable.  The insurance is un-
nssignable and free from the claims
ol creditors,

Dividends will be paid en  these
policies annually, hese dividends
miy be taken in cash or deducted
from the pret um, or may be left
with the g iment to accamulate
at compouna  nterest,

Cash values on the policies are
provided and the full value may be
obtainkd at any time, after the end
of the first yvear. Loans may also be
made on  the policies up to ¥4 per
cent of the cash value,

In the event the insured finds it
necessary to lapse his policy, he may
toke paid-up insurance® extended in-
surance or may receive the actual
value of the policy in cash. How-
ever, the disability elause is no lons-
er in force when the option of paid-
up insurance or extended
is taken,

In ¢nse of death, all policies are
payable to the beneficiary in
monthly installments, e endow-
ment policies are payable to the in-
sured in a lump sum, if he lives out
the Iwrind of the endowment,

All policies contain  a disability
clause which provides for payments
to the assured in the event of total
and permanent disability. The in-
sured wil! receive, during the period
of total disability, $56.76 .a month for
ench $1,000 of insurance carried. If
the insured lives less than 20 years,
after disability, his beneficiary will
receive the remninlng payments nec-
essary to complete the 20 years.
